Sir, 


Enclosed I hand you a bill against Joseph Call, one of the employees in the Mint. 

It is an unwritten law prevailing in all the city departments and in most of the government 
departments that if employees will not pay their bills their services will be dispensed with. Since 
the first of June last I have called at the Debtors house not less than 18 times for payment on this 
bill. His wife promised that it should be paid on the first of July. At that date the family was in 
Atlantic City and did not return for several weeks. When back they had no money for me. They 
paid the creditor about $3 before winter - after promising to pay $1 every two weeks. 

Will you please remind him that it is expected of all employees that they will fulfill their 
obligations and keep their bills paid up, and that he express his desire to do so by bring you the 
enclosed bill with my receipt attached?
